Sought by Council 


An appeal for the assistance of 
volunteers to advance the program 
of Project Equality has been di- 
to Jewish organizational 
leaders and synagogue social ac- 
tion chairmen by the Jewish Com- 
munity Council. 


A pioneering and unique inter- 
faith effort to use the purchasing 
power of the major religious de- 
nominations to secure equal em- 
ployment opportunities, the project 
is supported in this city by the 
Archdiocese of Detroit, the Detroit 
Council of Churches and the Coun- 
cil of Eastern Orthodox Churches, 
as well as by the Jewish Commun- 
ity Council. The goal of the project 
is to encourage the purchase of 
goods and services from business 
establishments which have demon- 
strated their intenions to eliminate | $ 
racial and religious discrimination 
in their employment practices and 
which have taken affirmative ac- 
tions to hire and upgrade minority 
group employes. 

Thousands of employers in the 
Detroit area, suppliers of goods 
and services to denominational 
institutions, have signed “com- 
mitment” forms pledging them- 
selves to hire and promote per- 
sonnel without racial or religious 
discrimination. To make the 
program more effective, Project 
Equality is now undertaking con- 
tacts with the separate religious 
institutions to aid them in taking 
whatever internal measures are 
necessary to insure that pur- 
chases are made from coopera- 
tive employers. 

Simultaneously, approaches are. 
being made to employers who have 
indicated their support to give 
them such assistance as possible to 
bring them into compliance with 
the aims of fair employment prac- 
tices. It is for these approaches to 
religious institutions and employ- 
ers that volunteer assistance is 
sought. 

The Community Council letter 
was signed by Walter Klein, John 
H. Shepherd and Hubert J. Sidlow, 
who are the Council representa- 
tives to the Project Equality board 
of directors,
